Wilham Worth Bolknap, whose offi- 


ial career and public life enme to such 
m unospeetcd and disgraceful end yes- 
ord»y, comes of a toilittty fiunily. His 
father was William Beikow, a brave 
ind di(tingbi»hed officer of the war of 
1812, and the war with Mexico. 
He 


)elongjod to the old town of Ncwburgb, 
on thoTlIudaon, where his family on 
both sides, had been engaged in tbe 
war of tho Revolution. Tae elder Bel- 
knnp distinguished himself- in the at- 
tack oa Fort Brio in 1814, ind so emi- 
m 


nent were his services, that, after the es of tb,« Military 
war with England, he was retained in 
the regular army. He was BO system- 
atic in habit that he was appointed one 
of tho professors at Weal Poiut. At 
'llcaaca do la Palnia, daring tbe war 
with Mexico, the father of the Secretary 
distinguished himself for a recklessness 
of courage, that ill-comported with his 
usual staid and mathematical habits. 
At the battle of Bucna Vista ho served 
on General Taylor's staff 
The citizens 


of his own state, in honor of his brav- 
ery, presented him with a sword. His 
portrait! now adorns tho walla of the 
old headquarters at Ne»bttr»h. 
He 


beoaino a brigadier general. In 1851, 
General W. 0. Bolknap, while proceed- 
ing to his post in Texas, died of fever. 
One of the evidences of tho sense of re- 
spect in which ho was held is that he 
once presided over a court martial that 
examined tho 
conduct 
of General 


Soott. Tho particular friend of tho el- 
der Balknap was General Win Worth, 
tho son was named William Worth 
Bolknnp. 


Young Bolknap was burn at Hudson, 


N. Y., Sept. 22, 1829. Ill* early life 
was passed at his native place, but ho 
was educated nt Princeton college, from 
which he was graduated in

William W. 
Belknnp entered tho 


army as Major ot tho Fifteenth Iowa 
Volunteers, under (Jolonel Hugh T 
lliod, and borvcd wilh his regiment in 
tho Army of tho Tonnosfoo throughout 
ita various campaigns. 
Major Bolknap 


was in the battle of Bluloh, which will 
be remembered as ono of the earliest 
struggles of tho war, Grant being dnv 
on back 
to the river nnd his army 


only saved from destruction by the 
fortunate arrival of Ituoll. Later on 
Major Bolknap participated in thosoigo 
and battle ot Corinth and in tho long 
campaign against Vieksburc;. During 
those arduous campaigns his merits as a 
soldier wore brought into prominence, 
and lie rose to bo Colonel of his regi 
nicnt. As such he p irtioipatod in tho 
seigo and battles of Atlanta in I8U4 
IIo was iu tho buttles of July 21, 22, 
and 23 , and in tho remarkable battle 
of tho 22d, when parts of General 
Blair's jurps were usod on both sides 
of tlio Turku, lie had the pleasure ol 
onpturing U rebel Colonel and tour or
